Counts on Fascisti’s Protection. 


It has been rumored for, some time 
that Castiglioni, who is an Italian; has 
supported the Fascist. movement in or- 
der to count on the protection.of Italy. 

The Government. announces that it 
Castiglioni .will deposit, a. security of 
$4,200;000 he-can return without moles- 
tation. 

Castiglioni’s bank tapnet a «statement 
yesterday to-the authorities saying that 
it repudiates al] responsibility for the 
consequences if ‘the Governmént® starts 
criminal procedure now.

“As a lawyer with ‘upward. of forty- 
five years of active .experience at the 
bar .I regret ‘to have to say that the 
system of electing Judges by popular 
vote that now ‘prevails In most of the 
States has not: been as, successful as 
the system of selection by appointment. 
It has: not secured for us the same in- 
dependeéiice -or courage, nor anything 
like the same high standard of fitness 
and ability that are to be. found on the 
bench m. Great Britain or in yhe Fe 
éral yourts or in States, such as New 
Jersey. and Massachustees, where the 
judiciary ave-appointed for life terms. 

“In the State of New York, in which 
the Judges are elected ‘for, long terms 
and. at\sgalaries more than twice those 
== to the Federal Judges, whilst we

-Recent agreements be- 
tween garn.ent employers and woik- 
ers in New York are based‘en an at- 
tempt to reduce seakonal unemploy- 
ment and to soften its incidence, 
where unavoldable, by a system of 
unemployment insurance. = 

It is to the most concrete factor and 
the one most easily attacked that the 
Russell Sage. Foundation recommen¢ .- 
tions address themselves. They find 
that the unskilled laborer, the one 


most subject to the vicissitudes of in- 


dustry, is the principal victim of ex- 
ploitation by the private employment 
agencies, whose sole interest is fee- 
chasing. Public employment ex- 
changes, such as ‘are here advocated, 
have been tried out with success 
abroad. It is not merely that under 
such a system the worker in search 
of a job is hot taken advantage 8f, 
but that a much wiser distribution of 
labor according to regional and spe- 
cific needs is rendered possible under 
a national system. XG
